DAWN’S EARLY LIGHT TOO EARLY FOR MOST 
The Hamptons Police Department was 
overwhelmed with calls in the early morning 
hours of last Sunday as residents of Lazy Point 
phoned in with tales of loud explosions in the 
area. The police were initially flummoxed by 
the reports, and immediately sent officers 
to investigate. 

“We hadn’t received any reports of fire or 
gas leaks that might cause explosions,” says 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, who 
noted that the calls began coming in at around 
4:45 a.m. “It was still dark out. The sun was just 


beginning to peek over the horizon—it’s usually 
the quietest time of day for us. We certainly didn’t 
expect what we found.” 

According to Hirsch, what officers found at 
Lazy Point when they arrived was a fully-fledged 
4th of July fireworks display in progress. “This 
wasn’t just a couple of kids with bottle rockets,” 
says Hirsch. “This was the whole enchilada: we’re 
talking chrysanthemums, spiders, palms—you 
name it, it was happening at Lazy Point.” 

Mystified by the elaborate spectacle, officers 
managed to locate a few firemen who were 
overseeing the proceedings. “Our officers 
approached the members of the Lazy Point Fire 
Department who were engaged in setting off 
these fireworks,” says Hirsch. “When they were 


questioned as to why they were doing so at. 


4:50 in the morning, they appeared confused by 
the question.” 

Further questioning revealed that the Lazy 
Point Fire Department (LPFD), instead of 
doing their fireworks display after sundown as 
is typical, had decided this year to stage their 
annual fireworks display before sunup instead. 
This had been decided at their regular planning 


session in March, says Hirsch. “Seems they got 
to talking about ‘The Star Spangled Banner’ and 
that line about the dawn’s early light,” Hirsch 
says. “They also took into account that there were 
all of these other fireworks displays happening 
out here on every night of the week, which means 
a lot of competition for spectators. So, long 
story short, the LPFD figured it would be more 
historically accurate and would set them apart to 
have their rockets’ red glare lighting up the sky 
right before the sunrise, rather than after sunset. 
And you have to admit it’s kind of an interesting 
point, given the lyrics of our national anthem. 
The trouble is, the LPFD forgot to tell anybody!” 
As a consequence, an expensive fireworks display 
was witnessed by almost nobody, and hundreds 
of people had their sleep disturbed and were 
frightened by thunderous fireworks reports. 

The LPFD apologized to the public for the 
disturbance. A spokesman for the department 
says that they plan to get the word out better 
next year. f&

Nazi Subs Just Offshore, Sunk Oil Tanker Leaking Oil, Ammunition Alert 


WORLD WAR II ERA GERMAN U-BOAT 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ext Tuesday, July 17, divers from a 

New Orleans salvage firm will begin 
examining the sunken hull of an oil tanker 
torpedoed by a German U-boat 27 miles off 
Shinnecock Bay. The encounter occurred at 
9:45 a.m. on January 15, 1942, just four 
weeks after Pearl Harbor. In this ship’s hull 
were nearly 3 million gallons of lubricating oil, 
on its way from New York City to England as part 
of America’s effort to bolster the British—the 
only country in Western Europe not under the 
Nazi heel. 

The Coimbra was a British ship, built five 
years earlier in Canada as one of the largest 
oil tankers of the time—423 feet long and 
weighing 6,768 tons unloaded, it carried a crew 
of 46, which included the captain, John Patrick 
Barnard, and six navy machine gunners for

protection. However, crossing the Atlantic, no 
navy escort ship was with it. The torpedo struck 
on the starboard side about where the engine 
room is just below the superstructure. She broke 
in two. Only 10 crewmen survived. 

The attack is described on a website, u-boat. 
net, which collects data about the U-boat fleet 
from an interested following. 

“A huge, towering explosion lit up the 
night sky and the cargo of oil quickly caught 
fire and spread across the water. Residents 
from the Hamptons on Long Island could 
see the fire at sea 27 miles away and alerted 
the authorities.” 

In recent years, minor oil slicks have appeared 
on the surface of the sea above the Coimbra. 
As a result, last month the U.S. Coast 
Guard, using money from its $1 billion Oil Spill 
Liability Trust Fund, hired Resolve Marine 


Salvage to look into the matter. During the

next two weeks, they will send divers down: to 
the wreck to assess the damage and determine 
if there is any oil still remaining inside that 
seeps out or, worst case, could pour out. If 
there is, it will have to be drained—a tricky 
business. Oil in any large quantity coming to 
the surface from this ship will travel along the 
Gulf Stream toward the beaches of the Hamptons 
further east 

By coincidence, the German commander 
of U-Boat 123, which sank the Coimbra, 
died on June 16, 2018 in Bremen, Germany, 
and his obituary appeared in The New York 
Times the next day. At 105 years of age, 
Reinhard Hardegen was likely the last 
surviving submarine commander in _ the 
German U-Boat fleet. After the war, he had 
lots to say about his days at the helm U-Boat 
123, although he mentions the Coimbra as just 


1 of 15 vessels he sank in those two winter 
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months off the American coast. He also said 
he went about his macabre business 
uninterrupted. For example, two days earlier, 
his U-boat, unmolested, sank the Norwegian 
oil tanker Norness not far from New York 
harbor. After the Coimbra sinking he sank three 
freighters off the Grand Banks of North Carolina 
without any intervention. He also reported that, 
on the surface one night, he was close enough 
to New York Harbor to see the bright lights of 
the tall buildings of Manhattan. In that era, 
Manhattan was the only place in the world that 
boasted such skyscrapers. 


ecent years minor oil slicks 
appeared on the surface 
above the Coimbra. As a result, 
the U.S Coast Guard hired Resolve 
Marine Salvage to look into it. 


“I cannot describe the feeling with words,” he 
said in a war memoir published in Germany—still 
during the war—the following year. “I would have 
given away a kingdom for this moment if I had 
one. We were the first to be here, and for the first 
_ time in this war a German soldier looked upon 

the coast of the USA.” 

The sinking of American merchant ships 
bound for England had begun even before Pearl 

Harbor. No one seemed to be able to stop it. 
During those early years—including at the time 
of the sinking of the Coimbra—the German 
commanders referred to it as “The Happy Time.” 
During that period, more. American ships were

sunk in the Atlantic than could be built to replace 
those that went down. 

Eventually, the American Navy ordered 
merchant ships crossing the Atlantic go 
in convoys, surrounded by warships,,/ and 
with aircraft available to attack from the skies 
on demand, and that pretty much turned the tide. 

Early in the war, President Roosevelt also 
ordered military blockhouses built at six-mile 
intervals all up and down the coast, and that 
included the Hamptons. Battleship-size guns 
were embedded into the cliffs at Montauk 
Point. The machine-gun nest and lookout, the 
white concrete structure in front of Montauk 
Lighthouse that still stands, was built to fend off 
German attacks should they come. 

A book about Captain Hardegen, Operation 
Drumbeat by Michael Gannon, was written in 
1990. Operation Drumbeat was the name of 
the two-month effort that Captain Hardegen 
was assigned that winter. Further along on his 
mission he was able to see the Ferris wheel at 


Coney Island and the lights of homes and cars 


in the Rockaways. He sank three more ships off 
Cape Hatteras, North Carolina, then returned 
home to Lorient in German-occupied France, 
where he was, with others, presented with the 
prestigious Knights Cross at a dinner attended by 
Hitler himself. 

After the war, Hardegen became an executive in 
a German oil company, raised a family and was a 
longtime member of the German parliament. He 
said he did not feel remorse about what he did. 
It was wartime and he was serving his country. 
“But not Hitler,” he said. “I was a sailor. I had no 
political leanings.” 


Mardegen reported that on the 


surface one night, he was close 
enough to New York Harbor to 
see the bright lights of the tall 
buildings of Manhattan. 


Just after midnight on June 23, 1942, 
five months after Hardegen’s rampage, 
another U-boat dropped anchor a hundred 
yards offshore of Atlantic Avenue Beach in 
Amagansett so that sailors could row a rubber 
inflatable carrying high explosive and four 
German saboteurs to the beach. The saboteurs 
buried the explosives in the sand, and while doing 
so the leader encountered a Coast Guardsman 
walking along the dune with a flashlight. The 
leader bribed him, but the Coast Guardsman 
ran back to the station, sounding the alarm. 
Nevertheless, the Germans made a getaway by 
ducking through the dunes and potato fields to 
the railroad station at Amagansett to board a 
pre-dawn train to Manhattan. Eventually they 
were caught. 

In further World War II news, this past week 
the Army Corps of Engineers issued a bulletin 
warning those living at the Montauk Shores 
condominiums in Ditch Plains to be on the 
lookout for live ammunition, grenades and small 
arms that might be discovered under or along the 
beach in front of that place. That beach is not far 
from where the Army had built the military base 
with the big 16-inch guns pointed out to sea. So 
far, nothing has been found.

Alarmed, rather than 
make the right into that mess, we look both ways

There, in what seems to be the 
middle of the Maidstone golf course, we make 
that left onto Egypt Lane and head back into town 
to where Egypt Lane ends at the Pantigo Road 
traffic light. 

The Post Office is on our left, the Methodist 
Church across the way. We observe Montauk 
Highway traffic is gridlocked westbound at the 
Pantigo light and is even blocking our desire to 
cross it. We make hand signals to what seems 
to be a friendly motorist in that gridlock, beg 
for permission to get a way through onto 
Accabonac Road (reluctantly granted) and then 
head north. It is just 100 yards to get under the 
railroad trestle. 

Traveling under the railroad trestle with left 
blinker on intending to turn onto that one block- 
long road that connects up to North Main Street 
on the western side of the IGA, in order to 
turn right onto North Main Street, we see that 
traffic is gridlocked on this one block road.

TWO NEIGHBORHOODS 

_ There are two lovely historic neighborhoods in 
Sag Harbor. One is the area where the residents 
of the town, mostly whalers, built small homes 
and cottages on winding roads during the 
19th century. The town treasures this community 
and prevents having any of these historic homes 
torn down. 

The second lovely historic neighborhood in Sag 
Harbor was built by African-American families 
after the Second World War. They came to this 
area for summer in the sun just as white folks 
did and built small homes on small lots near 
the old Underground Railroad street of Eastville 
Avenue when they found they would not be 
welcome elsewhere. 

This community, which consists of the adjacent 
sections of Azurest, Sag Harbor Hills and Nineveh, 
thrived and grew as a warm, friendly family 
place that was safe and familiar to everyone. 
The properties were almost all unencumbered 
by fences. Still are. Families barbecue together, 
have evenings together. Havens Beach, in this 
community, was “their” beach. 


At the present time, several wealthy individuals 
have bought properties here for upwards 
of a million dollars, knocked down the little 
houses, built big mansions and have, as is their 
custom, isolated themselves from the rest of the 
community with hedgerows. 

Who are these people? One wag commented to 
a reporter not long ago that they are all members 
of a family called LLC. “Who is LLC?” he wanted 
to know. It’s Limited Liability Corporation. 

At the present time, there are two more large 
mansion applications for the community on the 
zoning board of appeals table—one on Terry Drive 
and the other in Azurest. No historic preservation 
designation protections can stop them. 

Nobody argues that people from other 
races should be prevented from living here. 
Quite a few already do. But the architecture 
of this community, what it stands for and 


stood for, is a historic appreciation of that 
time and place where a group. unwelcome 
elsewhere found relaxation and enjoyment 
among friends.

Like Many, Trump’s Grandfather Came Here Unannounced

couple of weeks ago, I wrote a short article 

bout my grandfather, Franz Rattiner, 

who emigrated from Romania as a teenager in 

1898 to escape new restrictions put on Jews in 

that country. Soon thereafter his two younger 
brothers, ages 14 and 8, also came to America. 

Today I would like to write about the time 
Donald Trump’s grandfather emigrated from a 
small wine-making village of 1,000 people in 
Germany during that same period. Both Donald 
and J are in our 70s. I remember my grandfather, 
but Donald doesn’t remember his. He died before 
Donald was born. 

My grandfather settled in Brooklyn and worked 
as a bookbinder during the day and a music 
teacher at night. He made a living that way for 
the rest of his life while enjoying the freedoms 
America had to offer. He raised three sons. One 
was my father. Donald’s grandfather, Friedrich 
Trump, also came to America seeking a better life, 
and some things about his journey are similar to 
my grandfather’s journey, while some are not. 

Friedrich was a 16-year-old teenager when he 
left the Bavarian town of Kallstadt and came to 
America in 1886. It is not known why he left, 
but he was becoming eligible for military service, 
and by emigrating he avoided it. He worked 
first as a barber in New York City, then moved 
to Seattle, where he opened and ran restaurants 
and boarding houses in the nearby mining town

of Monte Christo. He soon thereafter went up to 
Canada’s Klondike, where he ran a restaurant and 
brothel for gold diggers. 

In 1902, he returned to Bavaria a rich man, 
married Elizabeth, the daughter of a neighbor 
who lived across the street from him when he was 
growing up, and returned with her to New York. 
He was, at this time, 32 years old. Elizabeth was 
22. The same age as my grandfather that year. 

Elizabeth got terribly homesick in America. As a 
result, after just two years, her husband returned 
with her to Kallstadt, intending to spend the rest 
of his life there with her. To accomplish that, he 
would need to revive his German citizenship. So, 
after he arrived, in 1904, he wrote to the Prince 
Regent of Bavaria to restore his residency. In 
his request, he indicated he had returned with 
80,000 marks—worth more than a million dollars 
today—and had paid his taxes on this amount 
to Germany. In reply, the Prince Regent said 
he would not restore his residency, noting that 
as a young man he had not performed his 
mandatory military service. Friedrich was 
ordered out of Germany. 

“We shall be ordered to leave?” he wrote. “That 


_is hard, very hard for a family.” Nevertheless, in 


1905, he returned to America with his wife and 
daughter. He didn’t have a choice. 

Friedrich Trump, setting up housekeeping in a 
German enclave in the Bronx, parlayed his money 
into a real estate business. His daughter Elizabeth 
was born in Germany in April 1904, his son Fred 


(Donald’s father) in 1905 as an American, and 
another son, John, in 1909, also an American. 
The family then moved to Queens. 

Friedrich died during the influenza epidemic 
in 1918 at the age of 49, leaving a fortune of 
about half a million dollars. Of necessity, his wife 
took over the business. Some years later, she 
handed over the business to their son Fred, who 
improved upon it, buying real estate, largely in 
Queens. (It’s said that during the Second World 
War, Fred told business associates the family was 
from Sweden, not Germany. There are Trumps in 
Sweden.) Later, Fred handed the business over to 
Donald, around 1980. 

I interviewed Donald Trump three times in the 
late 1990s about his various business ventures. 
He was supposedly worth hundreds of millions 
of dollars then, and I thought him brash, prideful 
and determined, as focused on his business at 
that time as I was about Dan’s Papers. In other 
words, within the range of normal, but with 


self-centered tendencies. I subsequently spent 


a weekend at Mar-a-Lago at his invitation, and 
when my first memoir came out he wrote a blurb 
for the cover jacket. j 

I would urge everyone to watch a YouTube 
video of him when he was, along with his new 
bride Melania, interviewed by Larry King. This 
was in 2006. He was friendly and forthcoming, 
not combative as he is today.

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Spalding Gray Invented a Unique Kind of Performance

literary genre during his lifetime. Gray died by 
suicide in 2004. He was 62. 
The plaque reads as follows: 
United for Libraries 
Literary Landmarks Register 
THE SPALDING GRAY HOUSE 
This house was writer actor Spalding 
Gray’s last home (2001-2004) with his 
wife Kathleen Russo and their children 
Marissa, Forest and Theo. Spalding 
wrote 19 monologues for stage, film, and 
publication from Swimming to Cambodia 
to Morning, Noon and Night (about his 
life in Sag Harbor). He is best known for 
being an American original that sat behind 
a desk with a glass of water, a 
notebook and a microphone to tell the 
audience a story. When he reflected 
on his career he would say “What was 
there left to do but to report to myself 
the condition of the world that is out there, as 
I saw it. What was there left to do but ask 
you to listen?” 


I was a great fan of Spalding’s. His Swimming . 


to Cambodia monologue became a national 
event. He sat at a table, with a map of Cambodia 
behind him, with a pointer, some notes and he 


basically performed a breathtaking outpouring of 
his most personal feelings, sometimes whispered, 
sometimes shouted, alwaysasafunny description of 
the craziness of the making of this movie he 
had been sent to Cambodia to have a small 
part in, about how his girlfriend didn’t want 
him to go, about how she did want him to 
go, about how he almost drowned, about bullets 
and explosions going on all around him.

I once interviewed Spalding for Dan’s Papers, 
and he invited me over to his house to do it. He 
gave me a tour of the house. It was, I think, the 
first nice house he’d ever owned, and he was all 
excited about being in this lovely small town. 
Everybody knows everybody, he told me. I love 
Sag Harbor. And look outside. It even has a white 
picket fence all around. It’s perfect. 

On another occasion, Christie Brinkley was 
hoping to get the powers-that-be to close down 
the Millstone Nuclear Plant in Connecticut. 
When the wind came from the northeast, which 
it did sometimes, whatever got emitted from 
the plant would blanket the eastern end of Long 
Island, she opined. 

She called friends, including Spalding, to get 
them to join a group she was forming to fight 
this. And she wanted Spalding and me to meet to 
go over things. When I called Spalding, he said 
he was going to Sagg Main beach with his family 
and I should meet him there. So that’s what I did. 


He lay there in a bathing suit and, instead of | 


getting up, lifted himself on one elbow. 

“So Christie wants to do this thing and 
I’m telling you we ought to do it,” he said, which 
was as close as he got to an endorsement. “By 
the way, I love how you get the news first in 
your paper. We stayed at home all day while 
that guy let out the lions to eat all the deer in the 
Hamptons.” 


He was referring to a hoax I had written that 
week. Herds of lions would end the deer problem. 
Just stay at home on that particular Monday. 
Was he fooling with me? Or did he believe it? I 
never knew. 

In a car driving around Ireland in 2001, 
Spalding was in a terrible accident. His head was 
fractured and metal plates had to be inserted. He 
was never the same after that. He couldn’t do his 
monologues,. couldn’t think right. I recall him 
standing alongside a door at a party at the Ross 
School unable to say much. You could see the 
scar where they’d operated on his head and he 
seemed disheveled and frightened. He appeared 
not to even know who he was. 

In the winter of 2003-4 he climbed up atop the 
bridge linking Sag Harbor to North Haven and 
threatened to jump off and kill himself. People 


talked him down. A year later, he did kill himself. 


It is believed he jumped off the Staten Island 
ferry and drowned. His body washed ashore 
weeks later. 

Someone like that, unable to work anymore, 
must have been suffering so. I guess he just 
wanted his family and friends to remember him 
how he was. 

His widow, Kathie Russo, arranged for a 
documentary to be made about her husband, 
using homemade movies and pieces of footage 
from his performances. Steven Soderbergh 
directed it. It’s called And Everything Is Going 
Fine and is available on demand. 


About five years after Spalding died, my 


wife and I spent two weeks driving around 
Ireland, which is very beautiful. I thought of 
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Spalding and decided to be extremely cautious 
when I drove there. 

However, late in the day of my first day 
of driving, on narrow roads with right- 
hand-drive cars passing oncoming cars on 
the right and road instruction in Gaelic, 
I constantly had to battle driving out of the 
lane on the left, resulting in terrifying both 
myself and my wife. I ultimately clipped the 
mirror on a parked car, and so concluded it was 
too dangerous for me to do and as a result hired 
a driver to take us around for the whole rest of 
the trip. 

By the way, Spalding’s house has been spruced 
up for the unveiling of the plaque. The paint 
company Sherwin-Williams, because of a 
Spalding Gray fan’s insistence (their dog was 
named Spalding Gray), had developed a new 
color called “Spalding Gray.” Spalding’s widow 
asked if the company would paint her house 
Spalding Gray in honor of him, and they did, 
without charge. 

Many snippets of Spalding’s manelaue can 
be viewed on YouTube. This is the Spalding we 
all knew and loved. 

This is the third house on Long Island to 
be the recipient of a plaque about a famous 
literary figure having lived there. The other two 
are Walt Whitman’s birthplace in Huntington 
Station and the Southampton College windmill 
where Tennessee Williams lived and wrote 


‘during the summer of 1957. Perhaps another 


should be placed on the home where John 
Steinbeck wrote Travels with Charley and other

started to research and found that, duh, halibut is 
extra-expensive because it has become so scarce. 
So I made a point of buying something truly 
local, in-season. And that was halibut’s cousin 
summer flounder. And it was good—real good 
with a side of my succotash. 

4. The first peas from my garden. So 
delicate, so sweet and bursting with flavor! 
The very definition of green. It doesn’t get any 
better than this. Though the first carrot, the first 
raspberry and...wait for it...the first tomato, are 
all worth shouting about too. 

3. The Blackened Avocado Taco from the 
MattiTaco food truck blew my mind. There were 
fish and pork and lobster tacos on offer and, yes, 
I tried them all. The charissa dusted avocado with 
pico de gallo, cabbage and chipotle aioli was the 
stand-out. I’d order it again—okay, I did—and the 
second one was just as luscious and satisfying. 

2. The cod at the Dockside Bar & Grill in Sag 
Harbor. “The cod” is all one need say to have 
a platter of hot, fluffy fish over a bed of mashed 
potatoes, with a side of baby spinach, delivered 
to your place at the table. The “fluffy” bit is a 
breadcrumb treatment on top of the fish filet. 
It’s listed on the menu as “Fresh Herb & Crumb 
Crusted Cod with Lemon Beurre Blanc served 
with sautéed spinach & rustic mashed potatoes.” 
If the proprietors ever tried to take this item off 
the menu there’d be a massive backlash. But why 
would they? This classic dinner radiates comfort. 

1. Claude’s at the Southampton Inn, in 
Southampton, has been revamped, and its kitchen 
now holds Chef James Carpenter and many good 
things. His Satur Farms Little Gem Salad 
contains fennel fronds, micro greens, slightly 
pickled cucumbers, cherry tomatoes, radishes, 
pea shoots, tiny beet greens and, of course, Little 
Gem lettuce leaves, in a light shallot sherry 
vinaigrette. It’s summer on a plate. g& 


House&s Home 
New Book “On Colo,” Couerts the Spectuum 


H ow often does the average person interact with 
color? Every waking second. And how often does 
the average person think about color? Not often. But 
after reading David Scott Kastan’s new book On Color 
(Yale University Press, $28.00)—his collaboration 
with longtime artist friend Stephen Farthing—color 
might become an everyday part of a reader’s thought 
process. After all, the nonfiction book, which strives 
to examine color as a concept from every angle, 
sheds innovative insight on something omnipresent— 
something abstract yet concrete—that we intermingle 
with on the daily whether we're brainstorming color 
schemes for a home renovation, contemplating the 
different shades of the ocean and the sky at the beach, 
or gazing into our glass of rosé.

“Color, it turns out, is something shared, and 
also something impossible to share, or maybe just 
impossible to know if or how it is shared,” Kastan, 
an Amagansett resident, writes in the book’s preface. 
The decision to delve into the intricacies of color— 
the anthropology of it, the historical contexts, the 
literary, philosophical, political, scientific, and the 
cultural contexts of it—is a cosmically large one. It’s 
a massive undertaking, but one that Kastan tackles 
with masterful ease, the mark of a writer genuinely 
fascinated and infatuated with his own book’s subject. 

He continues, seemingly addressing what a huge 
undertaking the exploration of color is, justifying his 
and Farthing’s choice to dive deep into something 
so abstract. “But color is also unavoidable and 
irresistible—and always worth the effort of trying to 
understand its many wonders,” Kastan writes. This 
is a big idea, an important sentiment that’s not only 
true, but also eloquently and concisely put. How do 
we manage something as conceptual and behemoth as 
color? How do we fit it into a little box, a little book of 
213 pages and several photos and illustrations? We do 
it, according to Kastan and Farthing, color by color. 

Through 10 chapters—consecutively labeled Roses 
Are Red, Orange Is the New Brown, Yellow Perils, 
Mixed Greens, Moody Blues, Dy(e)ing for Indigo, At 
the Violet Hour, Basic Black, White Lies, and Gray 
Areas—Kastan and Farthing take readers on a journey 


through the significance of our world’s hues. The duo 
establishes quickly that it’s more than “the grass is 
green” and “the sky is blue.” Kastan demonstrates 
the weight of color through beautiful, persuasive 
prose while weaving through multifarious concepts: 
“Color marks our emotional and social existence. 
Our psychological states have color: we see red, feel 
blue, are tickled pink, and not infrequently, are green 
with envy, particularly when confronted by those 
so tickled.” The concept may be high-brow, but the 
writing is not. 

Each chapter is punctuated by vibrant photographs 
and illustrations that serve to show rather than tell. A 
picture is worth a thousand words, as the old adage 


goes. With the combination of Kastan’s words and 
Farthing’s pictures, the story of color resonates deeper. 
Each illustration backs up Kastan’s words simply by 
existing. For example, Kastan dives deeply into the 
etymology of the word orange: “Orange, however, 
seems to be the only basic color word for which no 
other word exists in English. There is only orange, 
and the name comes from the fruit... But there was no 
orange, at least before oranges came to Europe. This 
is not to say that no one recognized the color, only 
that there was no specific name for it.” A blown-up 
image of a ripe orange, contrasted against an all-black 
background, is nestled on the opposite page. As Kastan
